DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: a diverting filter 

Species A wherein the outer diameter of the distal region is 7.3-7.7 mm 
Species B wherein the outer diameter of the distal region is 7.8-8.6 mm 

Upon election from the above species a further election from the following 
subspecies is required. 

Species C wherein the outer diameter of the proximal region is 7.7-8.1 mm 
Species D wherein the outer diameter of the proximal region is 8.1-8.5 mm 

Upon election from the above species a further election from the following 
subspecies is required. 

Species E wherein the tubular body exhibits an average implanted braid 
angle of 70-1 10 degrees in the middle-filtering region when in the expanded 
larger-diameter state. 

Species F wherein the tubular body exhibits an average implanted braid 
angle of 70-105 degrees in the middle-filtering region when in the expanded 
larger-diameter state. 
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Species G wherein the tubular body exhibits an average implanted braid 
angle of 80-100 degrees in the middle-filtering region when in the expanded 
larger-diameter state. 

The species are independent or distinct because they are disclosed as different 
embodiments with distinct structural elements that would require a different field of 
search. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are considered generic.
